perts is not too pessimistic we in the 
United States will, at the close of the 
30 years period, be no longer expor- 
ters of foodstuffs- and raw materials 
such as petroleum," Prof. Gay said. 
"We shall be seeking supplies outside

Intensely competitive 
foreign 


markets, with the handicap of a sup- 
erior 
German 
trade 
organization 


which we ourselves shall have done 
most to stimulate and establish." 


The motives which make for the

The "World war left hundreds of homes 


fatherless, and since the armistice thou- 
sands have died of wounds or disease di- 
rectly attributable to the war, leaving 
now no less than 35.000 orphans of 
World war veterans to be cared for by 
government agencies, by private contri- 
butions, and by such means as the Ameri- 
can Legion rehabilitation and child wel- 
fare committees have been able to secure 
for them. 


In the six years since the close of. the 


war all of the relief agencies have found 
use for every dollar that they could scrape 
together to be used in supplementing the 
aid given by the government. 
It is now 


plain to both the officers of the Ameri- 
can Legion and of the United States Vet- 
erans bureau that no extension of the gov- 
ernmental relief work can replace the pri- 
vate aid such as is given by the American 
Legion and its auxiliary units. 


There is only one solution and that is 


the present plan of raising a permanent 
fund with an income sufficient to supple- 
ment the government work. There is no 
chance to shift the load. 
The relief 


must not be paid by the comrades of the 
fallen men. It is a public obligation. It 
cannot be paid by taxes. It must be paid 
by popular subscription. 
"We anticipate 


wholehearted support for this cause by 
the people of Appleton. 


THEY HAVE NOTHING TO OFFER 


Now it is Attorney-General Ekern who 


is making an emotional plea for the per- 
petuation of the Progressive movement of 
which the late Senator La Follette was the 
father.

JUSTICE IN THE DEPTHS 


Chicago is aroused as seldom before 


over its crime situation. It has just been 
disclosed that nearly $6.000.000 of for- 
feited bail bonds remain tm^ollected in 
Cook-co. This means that the judges of 
Cook-co. accept bail for men charged with 
crimes which they knowinadvancewillbe 
forfeited, with no intention of forcing col- 
lection of the bond. Every time this hap- 
pens, and it has happened hundreds upon 
hundreds of times in Chicago, a guilty 
criminal escapes. 
Not only does he es- 


cape but he is permitted to go back into 
his criminal practices without interfer- 
ence by the lav*. 


This is plainly a collusion between 


courts and criminals for the protection of 
crime. 
It 
can have no other signifi- 


cance. It illustrates the depth to which 
justice in Chicago has sunk. 
Decisions 


like those of Judge Caverly in the Loeb 
and Leopold case are equally depraved, 
and are a direct stimulus to crime. 


Chicago has a corrupt system of jus- 


tice. 
Some of its judges are in actual 


league with robbers, thieves and killers. 
They 'owe their election and their con- 
tinuance in office to the support of boot- 
leggers and many others who commer- 
cialize vice and crime. They dare not lift 
their finger against them. 
'' "What is the result? In 1921 there 
were 194 murders in Chicago; in 1922 
the number increased to 228; in 1923 to 
270; in 1924 to 347. and thus far this 
year there have been 227 murders in 211 
days, a rate that if sustained will be 391 
for the year, breaking all previous rec- 
ords. In addition to the murders, aver- 
aging more than one a day, robberies are 
staged right and left, in which hundreds 
of thousands of dollars are stolen. 
The 


newspapers, the crime commission, thebar 
association and citizens are organizing for 
an uncompromising war on crime. 
It 


may make an improvement, but it will do 
no permanent good unless Chicago cleans 
house politically. Until it gets rid of A'enal 
judges and puts the lid on corrupt and 
shyster lawyers, it cannot make much 
headway against conditions which are ad- 
vertising it as the greatest crime center 
of the world.

Again in Next Ten

Washington, P. C.—The mostfrtart- 


l!ng boom in -he wortd to-day is on 
tn South Amctfea. Where heretofore 
tr.e United States had boasted of De- 
troit and Los Angeles, to say noth- 
ing of cities in the 
Southwest and 


Florida, which have 
been 
rapidly 


throwing their buildings toward the 
sky, it now finds that it must rec- 
ognize a South American city which 
is keeping pace 
with 
Its own. In 


Southeastern Brazil is the city which 
has challenged the United States ci- 
ties for rapid growth 
and develop- 


mnt—San Paulo. 


In 1910 San Paulo owned a popula- 


tion of 239,820 souls! in 1920 that 
population had increased to" 579.000— 
more than double. The present popu- 
lation of this rising city is in excess 
of 700,000. 


Industrialism has descended upon 


San Paulo with terrific force. It had 
its influence upon the entire state, 
also called Can Paulo, and gave it 
the largest increase in population in 
Brazil in the decade between 1910 and 
1920. 


NOT LIKE DETROIT 


It has not been a growth like that 


of Detroit. Where the American city 
has advanced because of a single in- 
dustry—the 
manufacture of 
motor 


vehicles and their

the Great Spirit for a bountiful har- 
vest. The dance is held every night 
in the open- where seating arrange 
ments are made for over 2.000 people 


As far as is known the Winnebago 


Indians are the oldest inhabitants in 
Wisconsin. For hundreds of years thej 
have lived in this region. It is a tra 
dition that they lived at one time 
along the-shores of the Gulf of Mexi 
co and were great travelers by water 


\ The name Winnebago means "Men of 


the Sea." Their claim is that manj 
hundreds of'years ago they left the 
south and migrated up the Mississipp 
and Wisconsin rivers to -this region 
where they finally made their home 
When the white settlers came to Wis 
consin the United States government 
moved them to a reservation in the 
west.

They are so sick o 
the people who have nothing but un 
critical praise that they swing over t 
noth by uncritical condemnation. Th 
one is as dishonest as the other. An 
the Bible is not the only book tha 
suffers from that kind of thing. Man 
a great writer is violently condemned 
by one set of critics for no better rea- 
son than that he has been overpraised 
by another set.

"Modern Reader's Bible" and find it 
all dull tells much more about his 
own literary taste than he does about 
whether the Bible is readable or not.
